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HISTOBY  OF  THE  SCHOOI. 

With  the  tradition  of  the  more  than 
fifty  years  of  its  existence  behind  it. 
Indiana  now  ranks  in  age  and  size 
with  the  first  of  Pennsylvania's 
Teachers  Colleges. 

In  May,  1875,  when  the  school  was 
formally  O'pened,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  E.  B.  Fairfield,  the  physical 
property  of  the  school  consisted  sole- 
ly of  John  Sutton  Hall.  During  the 
succeeding  quarter  century,  Clark 
Hall,  a  dormitory  for  men,  and  Wil- 
son Hall,  a  teacher  training  center, 
were   built. 

While  Indiana  was  still  a  normal 
school,  Leonard  Hall,  a  class  room 
and  laboratory  building,  and  a  mod- 
ern power  plant  were  built,  and  al- 
terations were  made  in  Sutton  Hall. 

Indiana  became  a  State  Teachers 
College  in  the  Spring  of  1927,  with 
the  power  to  grant  degrees  in  five 
different  fields 

An  increased  enrollment  and  a 
steadily  broadening  curriculuin  made 
a  new  Gymnasium  and  new  Arts 
Building  necessary. 

The  Gymnasium  has  made  possible 
a  better  physical  training  and  a 
wider  range  of  physical  activities  for 
the  students  of  Indiana.  The  equip- 
ment of  the  Arts  Building,  housing 
the  Departments  of  Commerce,  Art, 
and  Home  Economics,  has  helped 
these  departments  to  establish  them- 
selves as  leaders  in  their  lines  of 
education. 

In  the  last  few  years  other  im- 
provements have  been  made  in  the 
school   plant;   new  and  well-equipped 
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science  laboratories  have  been  built 
in  Leonard  Hall;  an  annex  has  been 
built  onto  the  West  Parlor;  the  Col- 
lege green  house  has  been  enlarged; 
more  tennis  courts  have  been  built 
on  East  Campus.  The  College  Lodge 
situated  on  a  college-owned  farm 
just  outside  of  the  city,  is  a  gath- 
ering place  for  students  and  faculty 
members  at     all  seasons  of  the  year. 

Indiana's  academic  and  physical 
growth  carries  with  it  the  fine  tra- 
ditions of  its  outstanding:  leaders 
and  advisers — Jane  Leonard,  Silas 
Clark,  A.  W.  Wilson  and  others. 
The  interest  of  Thomas  Sutton, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  of  the  past  and  present  presi- 
dents of  the  College,  has  kept  alive 
and  fostered  this  tradition.

Article    I — Name 

The  name  of  this  organization 
shall  be  The  Student  Council  of  the 
State  Teachers  College,  Indiana, 
Pennsylvania. 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  purposes  of  this  organization 
shall  be: 

1.  To  promote  in  every  way  pos- 
sible the  best  interest  of  the  State 
Teachers  College,  Indiana,  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

2.  To  regulate  all  matters  of  stu- 
dent conduct  which  do  not  fall  un- 
der the  jurisdiction  of  the  faculty, 
together  with  such  other  business 
a)S  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  College,  or  the  faculty 
committee  composed  of  the  Dean  of 
Women,  Dean  of  Men,  and  Dean  of 
Instruction.  All  suggestions  from 
students  should  first  be  presented  to 
the   Student   Council. 

3.  To  provide  a  more  perfect  or- 
ganization which  will  maintain  the 
ideals  of  the  College  by  student  co- 
operation. 

4.  To  promote  the  scholastic  and 
moral  tone  of  the  College  and  thus 
to  maintain  high  standards  of  honor, 
loyalty  and   service. 
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5.  To  constitute  a  medium  for 
the  expression  of  inRiative  and  the 
exercise  of  judg-ment  in  the  manage- 
ment  of  student  affairs. 

6.  To  aid  in  the  maintenance  of 
good  order  in  the  colleg-e  commun- 
ity. 

Article  III — Membership 
The    membership    of    this      Council 
shall   be    as   follows: 

1.  Four  representatives  from  the 
Senior  Calss,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 
woman   day   student. 

2.  Four  representatives  from  the 
Junior   Class. 

3.  Three  representatives  from  the 
Sophomore   Class. 

4.  Two  representatives  from  the 
Freshman    Class. 

5.  One  representative  from  the 
Women's    Resident    Student    League. 

6     One     representative     from     thf; 
Men's    Student   League. 
Article  IV — Nomination  and  Election 
Section  I — Nomination 

Each  class  shall  elect  a  Nominat- 
ing- Committee  of  three  members, 
which  committee  shall  prepare  a  li=^t 
of  nominees  for  the  Council.  This 
list  shall  be  published  not  less  than 
one  week  before  the  election.  There 
shall  be  no  floor  nominations. 
Section  II — Election 

Election  of  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil shall  be  held  during-  a  regularly 
called  meeting  of  the  class  during 
the  last  week  in  April;  these  mem- 
bers shall  take  office  the  following 
September. 

•    At  the  same  meeting  of  the  Junior 
Class    at    which   a    nominating    com- 
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mittee   is   elected,    one   of   the   Junior 
members    of    the      Student      Council 
shall    be    elected    as    a    Senior    repre- 
sentative for   the  following-  year.. 
Artice   V — Term   of   Office 

The    term   of   office   shall   begin   the 
first    day   of   school    in   September   of 
each    year,    and    continue    until      the 
close    of    the   second    semester. 
Article   VI — Qnaliflcations 

Each  member  must  be  a  regularly 
enrolled  student,  carrying-  not  less 
than  16  hours  of  work  with  at  least 
a  C  average,  and  remaining  in  good 
standing. 

Article   VH — Vacancies 

All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  a 
special  election,  except  when  six 
Weeks  unexpired  term  is  left,  in 
which  case  the  remaining  members 
of  the  Council  shail  eieei  a  Uidiiber 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

Article   VIH — OflScers 

The  officers  of  the  Student  Coun- 
cill  shall  bo  President.  \'i^'-l're -i- 
d.  nt.    and    Secretary-Treasur'T. 

The  officers  shall  be  selected  by 
the  Council  from  its  own  member- 
ship, but  the  President  must  be  a 
Degree  Senior. 

Article  IX — Powers   and  Uncles 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Council  to  consider  such  matters  of 
student  interest  as  may  be  present- 
ed by  the  students,  either  through 
recognized  organizations  or  individ- 
ually. The  Council  may  al?;o  con- 
sider such  matters  of  student  im- 
portance as  appear  to  offer  an  op- 
portunity   for    helpful    suggestions. 
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2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Council  to  consider  from  the  stu- 
dent viewpoint,  such  matters  as  may- 
be referred  to  it  by  the  President 
of  the  College  or  by  the  Faculty 
Committee. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Council  to  make  suggestions  and 
recommendations  to  the  Faculty 
Committee  concerning  matters  that 
have   been   considered. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Council  to  deal  with  student  prob- 
lems and  to  make  recommendations 
concerning  matters  of  importance  or 
interest. 

5.  Any  action  taken  by  the  Coun- 
cil relating  to  legislation,  adminis- 
tration, and  disciplinary  problems 
involving  student  relationships  to 
the  institution  shall  be  subject  to 
the  veto  powers  of  the  President  of 
the   Institution. 

Article  X — ^Meeting's 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at 
least  once  per  month  during  the 
school  year.  Other  ineetings  may  be 
called  by  the  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil  or  by  the  Faculty  Committee. 

The  Council  may  meet  in  joint 
session  with  the  Faxulty  Committee 
whenever  there  are  recommenda- 
tions for  consideration. 

Article  XI — Quorum 

Ten  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 


THZ:    MEN'S    STUDENT    IiEAGtTE 

Article  I — Name 

The    Xame    of      this      organization 
shall  be   "The  Men's   Student  League 
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of   the   State   Teachers   College,   Indi- 
ana,   Pennsylvania." 

Article  II — Purpose 

The  Purpose  of  this  organization 
shall  be  to  cooperate  with  the  ad- 
ministrative authorities  of  the  col- 
lege for  the  promotion  of  personal 
and  group  responsibility  in  the  guid- 
ance and  regulation  of  the  affairs  of 
all  men  students. 

Article  III — ^Membership 

Members  in  this  league  shall  con- 
sist of  all  men  students  registered 
in   the   college. 

Article  IV — Officers 

1.  The  Executive  Board  of  the 
League  shall  be  composed  of  two 
representatives  from  each  of  the 
Senior,  Junior,  Sophomore,  and 
Freshman    classes. 

2.  The  members  of  the  Executive 
Board  must  each  be  a  regularly  en- 
rolled student,  carrying  not  less  than 
sixteen  hours  of  work  with  at  least 
a  "C"  average,  and  in  good  standing. 

3.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be 
elected  at  a  meeting  of  the  men 
students  called  during  the  first  four 
weeks   of   the   school    year. 

4.  The  term  of  office  shall  begin 
the  first  week  in  October  of  each 
year,  and  continue  until  the  close 
of   the    second   semester. 

5.  The  Executive  Board  shall 
choose    its    own   President. 

6.  The  quorum  requirement  shall 
be   six   members. 

7.  The  members  of  the  Executive 
Board  may  choose  another  represen- 
tative from  the  same  class  in  case 
of  a  vacancy. 
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8.  The  Dean  of  Men  shall  be  an 
ex-ofRcio  member  of  the  Executive 
Board. 

9.  The  President  of  the  Ex<^ciitive 
Board  shall  be  the  Men's  Student 
liCapTuo  representative  to  the  Student 
Council. 

Article  Y — ^Meetincrs 

1.  The  Leag'ue  shall  consider  and 
act  upon  such  matters  as  may  be 
brought  before  it  by  the  President 
of  the  college,  by  the  Dean  of  Men, 
or   by   finy   male   student. 

2.  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
ofTicrrt,  of  the  league  or  by  the  Dean 
of   Men. 

Article  "VI — Powers  and  Duties 

1.  The  function  of  the  League  is 
to  deal  with  the  problems  of  men 
students  in  a  way  which  is  consist- 
ent, with  the  policies  of  responsible 
authority. 

2.  The  League  is  authorized  to 
make  complete  list  of  Freshmen 
customs. 

3.  The  League  is  authorized  to 
appoint  five  members  of  the  Sopho- 
more class  who  will  act  as  a  trib- 
unal in  the  enforcement  of  the 
Freshman  Customs. 


KESIDENT      WOMEN'S      STUDENT 
I.EAGUE 

Article   I — Name 

The  name  of  this  organization 
shall  be  "The  Resident  Women's 
Student  League  of  the  State  Teach- 
ers   College,    Indiana,    Pennsylvania." 
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Article  n — Objectives 

1.  The  regulation  of  conditions 
for  the  promotion  of  happiness,  good 
health    and    right    living, 

2.  The  promotion  of  conditions 
for  the  development  of  courtesy, 
self-control,  cooperation,  high  ethical 
standards,  and  thoroughly  profes- 
sional  attitude  toward  work. 

3.  The  development  of  individual 
and    group    responsibility. 

4.  The  stimulation  of  good  fel- 
lowship and  the  recognition  of  law- 
ful   authority. 

Article  HI — SXem'bership 

The  Women  Students  of  Indiana 
State  Teachers  College  are  in  a  large 
manner  self-governing  in  spirit,  but 
for  practical  purposes  all  women 
students  under  dormitory  regula- 
tions are  divided  into  unit  groups, 
approximating  respectively  thirty- 
five  to  fifty  students.  These  various 
groups  make  plans  for  their  guid- 
ance in  regard  to  conduct.  Each 
member  is  personally  responsible 
for  upholding  the  regulations  of  the 
League.  Membership  in  this  League 
shall  consist  of  all  women  students 
registered  in  the  college  who  live  in 
the  school  dormitories  or  cottages 
under  dormitory  regulations. 

The  unit  groups  elect  their  own 
ofllcers  such  as  Light  Proctors,  Fire 
Proctors.  These  proctors  serve  more 
as  friendly  advisers  to  their  groups. 
A  representative  is  chosen  from 
each  group  unit.  Eligibility  to  this 
office  depends  upon  scholarship  and 
conduct.  A  faculty  member  spon- 
sors every  unit  group. 
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Article  IV — Oflcera 
The  Executive  Board  of  the 
Leagrue  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  one  representa- 
tive in  each  corridor  g'roup  in  John 
Sutton  Hall,  three  representatives 
from  Clark  Hall,  and  representation 
from  cottag-es  according-  to  group  lo- 
cation.. The  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board  whenever  possible  shall 
be  chosen  from  those  who  have 
been  residents  of  the  halls  at  least 
one  year.  The  officers  shall  be  chos- 
en at  the  first  meeting-. 

Article   V — Meeting's    Corridor   Group 

A  regular  meeting-  shall  be  held  by 
each  corridor  group  once  a  month; 
the  time  to  be  decided  upon  by  the 
Executive   Board. 

1.  Each  representative  shall  call 
and  preside  at  the  meeting  of  her 
group.  Whenever  possible  the  Fac- 
ulty Sponsor  shall  be  present  at  the 
meeting. 

2.  Each  representative  shall  be  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  Proctors 
in  her  g-roup  and  shall  hold  regular 
meetings  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
reports,  and  making  suggestions  for 
the   guidance   of   the   group. 

3.  Each  corridor  group  shall  elect 
proctors  after  consultation  with  the 
Faculty  Sponsor. 

4.  Each  Proctor  shall  perform  the 
corridor   duties   as   assigned. 

THE    EXECUTIVX:    BOARD 

A  regular  monthly  meeting  shall 
be  held. 

1.  This  board  shall  have  full  pow- 
er to  see  that  the  regulations  of  the 
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Resident    Women's    Student      League 
are  kept. 

2..  Any  student  thought  to  be 
g-uilty  of  violating-  any  regulations 
of  the  League  shall  be  reported  to 
the   representative   of   said   group. 

3.  The  group  in  which  any  of- 
fense is  said  to  occur  shall,  when 
necessary,  state  the  case  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive  Board. 

4.  Repeated  ofienses  reported  to 
the  Executive  Board  shall  be  kept  in 
the  files  of  the  Wonaen's  Student 
League. 

5.  S'pecial  committees  shall  be  ap- 
pointed. / 

BY-LAWS 
Article    I — Officers    and    Committees 
of   Resident   Women's   Student 
Iieague 
It  shall  be  the  duty   of  the  Presi- 
dent: 
—  1.     To   preside  at  the  meetings. 

2.  To  call  meetings  when  neces- 
sary. 

3.  To  be  ipso-facto  member  of 
each  corridor  group. 

VICE    PRESIDENT 
The   Vice    President    shall    be      the 
Chief   Executive    in      the      temporary 
absence  of  the  President. 
SECRETARY 
The  Secretary   shall  keep  the  min- 
utes  of  the  meetings   of  the  League, 
carry  on  all  correspondence,  post  no- 
tices for  meetings,  and  keep  lists  of 
all  officers  and  conijnittees. 

THE    DEAN   OF   WOMEN 
The   Dean   of   Women   shall  be   ex- 
offlcio     member     of      the     Executive 
Board. 
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SOCIAL   COMMITEE 

There  shall  be  a  committee  com- 
posed of  five  members. 

Article  H — Election  of  Oflcerg 

The  officers  of  the  Resident  Wo- 
men's Student  League  shall  be  elect- 
ed  the  first  meeting  in  October. 

The  officers  shall  hold  office  until 
the  close  of  the  second  semester 
Any  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Executive   Board.

5.  Freshmen  must  not  loiter 
around   Clark  Hall. 

6.  Every  Freshman  shall  wear, 
during  the  first  one  week  of  college, 
a  card  upon  which  is  legibly  print- 
ed his  name  in  large  black  letters 
not  less  than  one  inch  high. 

7.  There  shall  be  no  dating  on  or 
off  the   campus. 

8.  Freshmen  must  attend  all  as- 
semblies  and   Vesper   services.   .     . 

9.  Freshmen  must  attend  all  ath- 
letic  contests. 
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10.  Freshn^xcn  shall  learn  Victory 
Song-  and  Alma  Mater. 

11.  Freshmen  shall  always  be 
neatly  dressed  and  have  shoes  shin- 
ed. 

12.  There  shall  be  no  hazing. 

13.  No  upper-classman  has  the 
rig-ht  to  excuse  any  freshman  from 
customs. 

14.  Customs  shall  continue  for  one 
month. 

15..  Freshmen  may  dance  Monday, 
^V'cdnesday.   and   Satuday  nights. 

16.  .The  Sophomore  Tribunal  con- 
sists of  five  men  appointed  by  the 
Men's  League.  This  Tribunal  is  a 
Sophomore  organization  only  and 
shall  see  that  Freshmen  customs  arc 
enforced.

Each  hall  and  cottage  has  a  resi- 
dent faculty  member.  You  wi^l  soon 
meet  her  at  a  hall  meeting.  Consid- 
er her  a  friend  and  advisor.. 

A  room  is  provided  in  the  base- 
ment of  John  Sutton  Hall  equippod 
with  modern  electrical  equipment,  in- 
cluding a  drier  and  numerous  irons 
for  washing  and  pressing  clothes.  .AH 
laundry  must  be  done  in  this  room 
which  is  open  all  day.  Adjoiring  the 
laundry  ig     an   up-to-date     shampoo 
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room  equipped  with  lavatories  and 
electrical  driers  for  washing-  and  dry- 
ing hair.  There  is  adequate  mirror 
space  and  light  for  setting-  hair. 

Indiana  is  very  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing three  elevators  in  John  Sutton 
Hall.  An  admirable  courtesy  of  step- 
ping aside  for  g-uests  of  the  school 
and  faculty  has  become  established. 
Because  of  the  g:reat  number  of 
students  living  on  the  third  and 
fourth  floors,  students  living  on  sec- 
ond floors  are  not  expected  to  use  the 
elevators. 


WOMEN  DAY  STUDENTS 

Several  rooms  have  been  reserved 
on  the  North  Hall  of  the  first  floor  of 
John  Sutton  Hall  for  women  day 
students.  One  room  is  especially  for 
lunching,  while  others  are  furnished 
for  study.  There  Is  also  a  rest  room 
for  women  day  students  in  the  gym- 
nasium.

STUDENT  AIDS 

Indiana  is  fortunate  in  having  a 
loan  fund  available  for  the  use  of  ad- 
vanced students.  This  fund  was 
started  in  a  small  way  abouc  fifteen 
years  ago  and  later  taken  up  by  the 
faculty  and  increased  by  entertain- 
ments and  faculty  and  student  con- 
tributions. Many  contributions 
made  by  alumni  to  the  proposal 
Jane  E.  Leonard  Memorial  Li- 
brary were  turned  over  to  the  loan 
fund  which  was  then  named  the  Jane 
E.  Leonard  Memorial  Student  Loan 
Fund.  During  the  last  two  years 
many  alumni  units  have  made  con- 
tributions and  student  classes 
and  other  organizations  have  con- 
tinued to  subscribe  until  the 
fund  now  amounts  to  over  fif- 
teen thousand  dollars  and  it  is  hop- 
ed that  the  fund  may  be  brought  up 
to  twenty-five  thousand  within  a 
short  time.  The  money  is  loaned  to 
seniors  who  have  shown  ability  and 
character  in  their  work  here.  Dur- 
ing the  last  year  a  few  loans  have 
been  made  to  juniors  but  the  needs 
of  fourth-year  students  are  cared  for 
first. 

The  T.  W.  C.  A.  has  been  giving 
a  loan  of  fifty  dollars  each  year  to  a 
senior  girl  who-  best  meets  the  stan- 
dards set  up  which  include  scholar- 
ship, leadership,  and  active  participa- 
tion in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
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The  College  Club  of  Indiana,  the 
local  chapter  of  the  D.  A.  R.  and  th'^ 
local  P.  E.  O.  group  have  rendered 
some  aid  to  worthy  students.

"I"  is  given  to  students  who  be- 
cause of  absence  or  other  entirely 
satisfactory  reasons  have  been  un- 
able to  complete  the  required  work, 
but  have  been  doing  in  general  a 
satisfactory  type  of  work.  This  mark 
must  be  removed  within  one  month 
of  regular  school  time  or  become  a 
failure.  Upon  completing  the  re- 
quired amount  of  work  the  student 
nxay  receive  any  mark  to  which  the 
teacher   feels   he   is   entitled. 

A  system  of  quality  points  has 
been   established  as  follows: 

1.  There  are  required  for  gradua- 
tion a  number  of  quality  points  equal 
to  the  number  of  semester  hours 
credit  required  in  the  course  being 
pursued. 

2.  A  grade  of  "A"  gives  three 
quality  points  for  each  semester  hour 
of  credit  so  marked;  a  grade  of  "B" 
gives  two  quality  points  for  each 
semester  hour  of  credit  so  marked;

The  International  Relations  Club, 
which  Indiana  has  come  to  know  as 
the  "I..  R.  C."  is  established  in  col 
leges  and  universities  of  the  world 
and  proposes  to  "fix  the  attention  of 
students  on  those  underlying  princi- 
ples   of   international    conduct,    inter- 
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national  law,  and  of  international  or- 
ganization which  must  be  agreed  up- 
on and  applied  if  peaceful  civiliza- 
tion is  to  continue."  The  Club  oper 
ates  under  the  Carnegie  Endowment 
for  International   Peace. 

The  unit  on  our  campus  was  form- 
erly known  as  the  Open  Forum,  and, 
upon  being  accepted  by  the  Interna- 
tional Relations  Club,  became  a  part 
of  the  club's  activities.  Our  unit  is 
one  of  485  located  in  the  United 
States,  21  of  which  are  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. There  are  135  in  foreign  coun- 
tries. We  are  a  unit  of  the  Middle 
Atlantic   Division. 

Membership  is  by  invitation,  being 
based  on  interest  in  national  and  in- 
ternational  affairs,  combined  with  a 
willingness  to  give  time  to  the  dis- 
cussion and  study  of  relevant  mater- 
ial. .Each  unit  is  provided  with  the 
latest  books  on  subjects  of  interna- 
tional importance.

The  Inter-Fraternity  Council  con- 
sists of  representatives  from  each  of 
the  three  social-professional  fratern- 
ities: Phi  Alpha  Zeta,  Phi  Sigma  Pi, 
and  Sigma  Tau  Gamma..  The  Dean 
of  men  is   chairman   of   the   group. 

The  Council  makes  rules  pertain- 
ing to  inter-fraternity  relationships 
and  aims  to  promote  a  friendly  spirit 
of  cooperation  among  the  fratern- 
ities. 

The  rushing  season  and  rushing 
rules  are  fixed  by  the  Council.  A 
freshman  entering  school  in  Septem- 
ber is  not  eligible  for  pledging  to  a 
fraternity  until  April  1.  of  the  sec- 
ond semester.  One  entering  in  Jan- 
uary is  not  eligible  until  Ifovember 
1.  In  order  to  be  either  pledged  or 
initiated,  or  in  order  to  retain  ac- 
tive membership  after  initiation,  one 
must  have  at  least  a  "C"  average  in 
scholarship,  and  no  failures..  It  is 
illegal  for  any  fraternity  to  solicit 
members  before  the  dates  when  the 
prospective  members  are  eligible  for 
pledging.  It  is  also  illegal  for  any 
fraternity  man,  in  soliciting  new 
members  to  criticize  adversely  any 
other  of  the  three  fraternities.

Organized  in  1908  as  Phi  Alpha 
Fraternity.  In  1927  Indiana's  old- 
est established  fraternity  was  incor- 
porated as  a  national.  educational, 
social,  and  athletic  fraternity  tak- 
ing  the   name   of   Phi  Alpha  Zeta. 

Installed  as  Alpha  chapter  in  1927 
Phi  Alpha  Zeta  now  has  its  national 
headquarters  located  in  Indiana.  Two 
members  of  the  local  chapter  have 
been  elected  to  national  offices.  At 
the  Eighth  Annual  Convocation  held 
at  Brockport,  N.  Y.,  May  15-16. 
1935,  Joseph  Pallone  was  elected 
Grand  Higher  Arc,  and  Robert  Gesey 
was   reelected  Grand  Treasurer. 

Alpha  chapter  publishes  annually 
its  fraternity  magazine.  THE  AL- 
PHIAN,  which  gives  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  leading  events  of  the  year, 
the  professional  meetings,  rush  par- 
ties, alumni  reports  and  many  more 
news  items  of  especial  interest  to 
active  members  and   alumni. 

The  activities  sponsored  by  the 
fraternity  are:  pledge  smoker,  pig 
roast,  informal  initiation,  formal 
banquet,  Valentine  party,  inter-fra- 
ternity dance,  and  a  private  Spring 
Dance.  Each  semester  the  fraternity 
holds  three  professional  meetings.

Phi  Sigma  Pi  is  a  national  profes- 
sional education  fraternity  for  men 
in  teacher  training-  institutions  who 
have  completed  one  year  of  college 
work,  are  enrolled  in  one  of  the  de- 
gree curricula,  and  have  a  scholar- 
ship rating.  Eta  Chapter  was  in- 
stalled at  Indiana,  April  30,  1929, 
and  took  the  place  of  Omega  Chi 
Fraternity,  a  local  fraternity  w'hich 
had  been  active  on  the  campus  since 
1909. 

Phi  Sigma  Pi  is  the  only  fratern- 
ity on  the  campus  which  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Professional  In- 
ter-Fraterniiy  Council,  which  is 
made  up  of  the  foremost  American 
Professional  Fraternities.  It  is  also 
recognized  in  Baird's  Manual,  Ban- 
ta's  Greek  Exchange,  and  Phi  Delta 
Kappa    Directory. 

Phi  Sigma  Pi  is  founded  on  the 
basis  of  superior  scholarship  and 
with  the  avowed  purpose  of  advanc- 
ing educational  ideals.  It  is  social 
in  that  it  meets  the  needs  of  close 
fellow^ship  and  social  intercourse 
among  men  of  interests  in  education. 

Members  of  Eta  Chapter  are  to  be 
found  in  any  worthwhile  college  ac- 
tivity. We  are  exceptionally  well 
represented  in  the  varsity  athlelic 
teams  of  the  school,  together  with 
such    other    activities    as    dramatics. 
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publications,  honorary  fraternities 
and  professional  clubs.

Sig-ma  Tau  Gamma  is  the  oldest 
national,  social,  and  educational  fra- 
ternity operating  in  the  Teachers 
College  field.  It  was  founded  at  the 
Central  Missouri  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege, Warrensburg,  Missouri,  June 
28,  1920,  and  nationalized  at  Em- 
poria,  Kansas,   in  October,   1924. 

Pi  Chapter  was  installed  at  Indi- 
ana November  8,  1930,  taking  the 
place  of  Phi  Kappa  Delta,  a  local  or' 
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gr-anization.  Including  Pi  Chapter, 
there  are  seventeen  chapters  of  Sie:- 
ma  Tau  Gamma  located  in  eleven 
different   states.

WOMEN'S  ATHI^ETICS 

In  the  fall  of  1933  the  Women's 
Athletic  Association  was  reorganiz- 
ed. Under  the  present  plan  each 
girl  in  school  automatically  becomes 
a  member  of  the  girls'  athletic  ac- 
tivity program  at  no  additional  cost 
to  her.  She  may  enroll  for  her  phys- 
ical education  credit  in  one  of  these 
activity  groups,  she  may  earn  her 
points  toward  the  .awards  of  the 
Women's  Program,  or  she  may  par- 
ticipate in  the  activity  just  for  the 
joy  and  fun  of  it.  It  is  the  belief  of 
the  Women's  Athletic  Council  that 
a  great  many  girls  will  take  advan- 
tage of  the  activities  for  the  pure 
enjoyment   of   them. 

Because  all  girls  do  not  partici- 
pate in  all  activities,  monthly  meet- 
ings are  held  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  together  socially  all  those 
who  are  engaging  in  athletics.  These 
meetings,  one  of  the  most  important 
features  in  the  entire  program  are 
preceded  by  half  hours  of  social 
dancing  and  games  and  are  followed 
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by  presentation  of  various  seasonal 
sports  groups  uf  entertainments,  in- 
cluding' tap  dances,  skits,  g'ames  and 
races.  Generally  each  meeting  is 
concluded  with  an  enjoyable  half 
hour  of  swimming. 

Quarterly  parties  are  held  in  ihe 
form  of  a  Children's  Party,  a  Valen- 
tine Party,  the  annual  Athletic  Ban- 
quet, and  a  supper  hike  to  the  Col- 
lege Lrodge,  in  order  that  awards 
w^on  during  the  previous  seasons 
might  be  presented.  To  obtain  these 
awards  numerous  points  gained  by 
specified  participation  in  each  activ- 
ity, .are   necessary.

Since  all  students  at  Indiana  are 
preparing  for  the  Teaching  Profes- 
sion it  necessarily  follows  that  the 
aims  of  Intramurals  as  set  forth  at 
such  colleges  and  universities  as  the 
University  of  Michigan.  Harvard, 
Princeton,  Yale,  and  Penn  State, 
which  in  effect  are  summed  up  in  the 
phrase,  "Athletics  For  All",  would 
not  suffice.  Briefly  stated  the  aims 
of  the  Intnramural  Program  for  men 
at   Indiana  are: 

1.     To    prepare    boys    to      organize 
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and    promote    intramural      or      inter- 
class  sports  in  the  Public  Schools. 

2.  To  teach  boys,  who  are  not 
particularly  athletically  inclined,  the 
fundamentals  and  rules  of  sports 
which  would  fit  into  the  intramural 
programs  of  the  elementary  and  sec- 
ondary schools. 

3.  To  teach  and  train  students  in 
atjiletic  activities  in  which  they 
could  indulg^e  in  after-school  life  as 
a    profitable    use    of    leisure, 

4.  Athletics  for  present  enjoy- 
ment  and   improvement   of  health. 

The  organization  of  Iniramurals  at 
Indiana  consists  of  a  Board  of  Con- 
trol and  the  Student  Managers  and 
Organizers  besides  the  participants 
themselves.  The  Board  of  Control 
is  composed   of:

Merit  in  Intramurals  is  recognized 
by  a  series  of  awards:  (1)  An  Honor 
Award,  (2)  An  Efficiency  Award,  (3) 
A  General  Participation  Certificate, 
and  (4)  Certificates  of  Achievement 
for  winners,  participants,  and  man- 
agers in  individual  sports.
